EFFECT OF IMAGINATION. 

A youth of sixteen, of a weakly constitution and 
delicate nerves, butin other respects quite healthy, 
quitted bis room in the dusk of the evening, but 
suddenly returned, with a face as pale as death, 
‘and looks betraying the greatest terror, and, in a 
tremulous voice, toid a fellow-student who lived 
in the same room with him, that he should die at 
nine o’clock in the morning of the day after the 
next. His companion naturaily considered this 
sudden transformation of a cheerful youth to a 
candidate for the grave as very extraordmary : he 
inquired the cause of this notion, and, as the other 
declined to satisfy his curiosity, he strove at least 
to laugh bim out of it. Hhs efforts, however, 
were unavailing, Ali the answer he could obtain 
from his comrade was, that his death was certain 
and inevitable. A number of well meaning triends 
assembled about him, and endeavored to wean him 
trom this idea by lively conversation, jokes, and 
even sativical reroarks. He sat among thedf wit! 
a gloomy, thoughtful look, took no share m their 
discourse, sighed, and at length grew angry, when 
they began to rally him, It was hoped that sleep

With this 
view, a very strong emetic and cathartic were ad. 
ministered, and blisters apphed to both thighs — 
He submitted to every thing, but with the assur- 
ance that bis body was already half dead, and the 
remedies would be of nouse. Accordingly, to my 
utter astonishment, I learned whew I cailed ip the 
evening, that the emetic had (aken but little or no 
effect, and that the blisters had not even turned 
the skin red. He now triumphed over our incre- 
dulity, and deduced from this ine Ticacy of the re- 
medies the strongest conviction that he was alrea- 
dy little bett@r than acovpse, To me the cuse 
began to assume a very serious aspect. isaw how 
powerfully the state of the mind had affected the 
body, and what a degree of in-ensibdility it had pro 
duced; and I had just reason to apprehend, that 
an imagination which had reduced the body to 
such extremity, was capable of carrying matters 
to still greater lengths. 

All our inquiries, as to the cause of his belief, 
had hitherto proved abortive, He now disclosed 
to one of his friends, but in the strictest confidence, 
that the preceding evening, on quitting his room,

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Mistorical notice of Ladies Dresses. 

The love of novelty, it has been tly observed, 
is thesparent of fashion, 
says a writer on this subject, with one imugination, 
itlongs for awther, This is the catise of the con.

we rose 80 industrious in pursuing the chanire; 
Uns makes fashion universally loliowed, wid is the 
true reason why the aukwardest people are as 
tond of this folly as the genteelest. 

About the year 1700 the Ladies wore Holland 
petticoats embroidered in figures, with diflerett 
coloured silks and gold, with broad orrices at the 
bottom. stufls were at this period in use, but 
very different in shape and materials from those 
of the present day, being in’ general very small, 
and frequently made of leopard skin. . Diamond 
stomachers adorned the Ladies’ bosoms, which 
were composed of that valuable stone set in silver, 
ina variety of figures, upon black sik, and which 
must be admitted to have been a brilliant, if not 
elegant ornament. Satin gowns were fined with 
Persian silk ; and handkerchiefs, and Spanish leath- 
er shoes lined with gold, were common with persons 
of respectabiluy. To these diflerent articles the 
Ladies added bare necks, with gold and other 
crosses suspended from them. ‘Those edd little 
circular pieces of black silk called patches, prevail- 
ed also at this period to a mostextravagant degree. 
These were stuck on dificrent paris of the female 
face, aid varied in size. Frequent allusions are 
made to these fancied “ beauty spots,” by early 
comic writers, 

lu 1709 w Lady’s dress isthus deseribed in an 
advertisement to recover one that was lost :-—“ A 
black silk petticoat, with a red and white calica 
border; a cherry-coleured stays, trimmed with 
blue and silver; a redand dove-coloured damask 
gown, flowered with large trees; a yellow satin 
apron, trimmed witli white Persian; muslin head 
cloths, with crows-foot edging; double ruffles, 
with fine edging ; a black silk furbelowed scarf,

In 1760, the Ladies, are stuted to have worn 
the following species of caps ~The French night- 
cap; the Ranelagh mob; the Mary Queena of Scots 
cap; and the fly cap. The latter we muy suppose 
was the most esteemed, as the late Queen Char- 
lotie, when she landed in England in 1761, was, 
in compliance with English costume, habited in 
“a gold brocude, with a white ground: had a ste- 
macher ornamented with diamonds, and wore a 
Jy cop, with richly laced lappets.” 

Taking the fashions generally within the. last 
forty or fifty vears, we find We Ladies’ head cover- 
ed with a cushion, as it was termed, generally form- 
ed of horse hair, and something like a porter’s 
knot set upon the ends, over this the hair was 
combed siraight, the sides curled, and the back 
turned up, and the whole powdered; diminutive 
caps of gauze, adorned with ribands, and minia- 
ture hats, generally of black silk trimmed, were 
stuck on the iower of hair wih long pins. The 
Waist. was covered by a long-bodied gown, drawn 
exceedingly close over stays laced still closer; the 
hips sometimes supported a beli-hoop ; the shoul- 
ders, alternately small cloaks and cardinuis; the 
former of musiin and silk, and the latter almost 
always of black silk, richly laced. 

This description of dress altered by degrees to 
the present fashion, The head insensibly iowered ; 
the horse hair first gave place to large natural 
curls, spread over the face and ears; the cap en- 
jarged to an enormous size, and the bonnet swell: 
ed m proportion. Silks became unfashionable, 
aud printed calicoes, and the finest white muslins, 
were substituted. Hoops were entirely discontinu 
ed, except at court. These were all improve- 
ments ; but it is only of late years that the Ladies, 
much to thew honour, lave thrown aside most of 
the hateful attempts to supply nature’s deficien- 
cies, and now appear im that native grace and pro- 
portion which distinguishes an English-woman— 
The hair, cleansed from all extraneous matter, 
shines in beautitul lustre carelessly turned round 
the head, in the manner adopted by the most emi- 
nent Grecian sculptors; and the form appears 
through their snow white draperies in that fasci- 
nating manner, which excludes the least thought 
of impropriety. Their hats and bonnets of straw, 
chip, and beaver, if some what less, would be ex. 
tremely becoming; and their velvet  pelisses, 
shawls, and silk spencers, are contrived to improve, 
rather than injure the form. 
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The following anecdote is a curious illustration 
of the character and condition of that class of ne- 
gro servants, which has furnished a model to the 
author of the Spy, for his most original and enter- 
taining personage.

At Mayville, Kentucky, on the 18th of October, 
Mr. Letiord Thompson, and Mr. M. Morris, were 
scalded so severely by the bursting of a steam en- 
gine boiler, that they both died shortly after. The 
deceased were employed in the steam miil of N. & 
N. Hixon. Thompson was instructing Morris how 
to start the works, when one of the boilers burst, 
with a tremendous explosion, and the steam dis- 
charged itself with an overwheiming force. A 
piece of one of the pipes, weighing not less than 
one hundred and fifty pounds, was broken off the 
boiler, and burst a hole entirely through an inch 


and 4 quarter plank, which stood some distance 
from it.
